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SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine Aus der Welt der FKK-Jugend Nr. 5 Mai 1995 is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

Aus der Welt der FKK-Jugend Nr. 5 Mai 1995 exploits the nudity of children and young 
persons to a significant extent and degree. The magazine is a German publication 
which purports to promote the nudist lifestyle for young people. The title translates as 
'From the world of nudist youth'. The magazine is largely given over to the depiction of 
nude children and young persons, with almost no adults or family groups pictured. 
Editorial content, which would provide a context for the photographs, is lacking. The 
text consists almost entirely of a lengthy and detailed article on children's health. 
Black-and-white photographs on the same pages depict children and young teenagers 
but these photographs do not appear to illustrate the article and some incongruity is 
noted between the subjects of the photographs and the main focus of the text. While 
many of the photographs show children and young persons engaged in leisure 
pursuits, a number present their subjects posed for the camera. These include several 
full-page colour portraits of girls in their mid-to-late teens, presented in a 'pin-up' style 
which focuses on the beauty of the female subjects. 

Given the lack of context and the presence of posed photographs which illustrate 
neither the magazine's text nor the nudist lifestyle, the magazine's presentation of the 
nudity of children and young persons appears gratuitous and raises the question of the 
intended readership of the magazine. The Classification Office is of the opinion that 
the material, and the way in which it is presented, is intended to appeal to those with a 
sexual interest in children and young persons. 

The relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) have 
been considered. The Classification Office has weighed the issues discussed above 
with the rights and freedoms contained in si 4 of the NZBR Act. For the reasons 
canvassed the availability of the magazine is considered likely to be injurious to the 
public good. The classification of objectionable is directed at preventing this injury. The 
decision is considered to be a reasonable and justified limit on freedom of expression. 
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
